closing Everglades Regional 
and Glades General Hospitals

Alarmed by a report that in- 
patient hospital care should be 
discontinued in the Glades, local 
hospital and city officials say 
they want to work together to 
keep that from happening. 

Tribrook, a Westmont, Ill. con- 
sulting firm hired by the Palm 
Beach County Health Care Dis- 
trict (HCD) has recommended 
that in-patient hospital care at 
Glades General in Belle Glade 
and Everglades Regional in 
Pahokee be stopped. They say а 
center should be built providing 
emergency care only; outpatient 
surgery; and patient observation 
for up to 23 hours, Tribrook rec- 
ommended at a Health Care Dis- 
trict meeting Jan. 16 that 
patients needing hospitalization 
should be sent to the coast. 

That announcement has 
prompted the cities of Belle 
Glade, South Bay and Pahokee 
to pass resolutions supporting 
hospital care in the Glades, Offi- 
cials with both hospital sub-dis- 
trict boards say they don't want 
to see the local hospitals closed, 
but can't agree on specific alter- 
natives. Many want a new hospi- 
tal to be built somewhere in the 
Glades and alternative uses to be 
found for the existing facilities. 

The Southwest subdistrict 
board makes decisions for 
Glades General Hospital and the 
Northwest subdistrict board 
makes decision for Everglades 
Regional Medical Center. Both 
boards answer to the Palm 
Beach County Health Care Dis- 
trict Board. 

HCD Administrator Cecil Ben- 
nett said all options are, still 
open, including closing both hos- 
pitals, but he believes a new hos- 
pital in the Glades is a viable 
alternative. The estimated cost 
to build a new hospital is $25 
million, Mr. Bennett said. 

“What we can't have is multi- 
ple hospitals,” he said. "The 
main issue here is to get the peo- 
ple in the Glades to seek health 
care in the area instead of going

vices," he said. Over $60 million 
а year goes out of the area for 
health care services, says Mr. 
Bennett. "Local residents need to 
perceive that they are getting 
quality services in their area and 
they need to use their local hos- 
pital.” 

Glades General Hospital, 
which is a public, for-profit hos- 
pital, and Everglades Regional 
Medical Center, which is a not- 
for-profit facility are both sup- 
ported through the Health Care 
District taxing system. Both 
have lost substantial amounts of 
money over the six years the 
Health Care District has been in 
existence, Mr. Bennett says com- 
bining services would do away 
with paying for two hospital. 
administrators, two financial 
administrators and other dupli- 
cations of service. 

The HCD wants to combine 
the Northwest Subdistrict and 
Southwest Subdistrict boards to 
form one board. Belle Glade's 
Mayor, Steve Weeks, says he 
would like to see that happen 
but he would want the new 
board to be made up of mostly 
Glades people. The bottom line, 
according to the mayor, is that 
he would like to see a new hospi- 
tal built in the Glades. "We don't. 
care where it's built," he said, 
"We just don't want a degrada- 
tion of current services and, we, 
would like to see additional ser- 
vices also." 

Members of the Northwest 
Subdistrict Board have a differ- 
ent agenda. Board member 
Faith Sasser said she would like 
to see the Glades have complete 
control over the quality of medi- 
cal care and the area's medical 
care future, but she believes the 
HCD won't vote to build a new 
hospital. "I want both hospitals 
to stay open," she said. Board 
member Ted Gallo agrees that 
building a new hospital and find- 
ing new uses for the existing 
facilities is not a good option and 
also wants ERMC to stay open. 

Wynn Jones, who sits on the 
Everglades Regional Medical 
Center board said it's a pipe 
dream to believe the.HCD would 
build a new hospital in the 
Glades. "We challenge the South- 
west Sub-District Board to take 
up the sword and go to battle 
with us," he said. 

Mr. Jones, who has a major

West-the mercury has never 
dropped below freezing 
there and probably never 
will. The warm waters of 
the Atlantic Ocean and the 
Gulf of Mexico will insure 
that from happening. 

Yet, I wondered if that 
principle-warm water-would 
protect other parts of the 
state from a freeze. Would 
the temperate waters of a 
14Ке, for'example, shield an 
area from a cold spell? The 
answer is yes if you ask 
anyone in Frostproof, Flóri- 
da. 

Frostproof is a town of 
2,850 very warm souls near- 
ly surrounded by lakes. 
“Out city is shaped like an 
hour glass,” said city man- 


ager Roger Hood. “Lake 
Clinch is to our west, Lake 
Reddy to the east, Silver 
Lake is due south and Lake 
Ida is to our northeast.” 

Mr. Hood says the four 
lakes provide an insulation 
from cold weather. Sure, it 
gets chilly in Frostproof but 
the warm waters of the 
nearby lakes seem to keep 
the very cold air outside of 
the town. “During the ‘89 
freeze our fruit trees expe- 
rienced some damage,” Mr. 
Hood said. “But, it was 
much worse in areas to our 
north and south.” 


Frostproof got its name - 


following one of the worst 
cold spells in Florida histo- 
ry. It was the “Big Freeze” 
of 1894-95-a winter so cold 
that most of the state’s veg- 
etable, pineapple and citrus 
erops;were destroyed, 

Except, it.seemed, around 
the town of Lakemont. The 
four lakes provided enough 
of a maritime influence to 
protect the crops in the 
Polk County community. 
The local residents joked 
that the town was frost 
proof. The name stuck and 
Lakemont, Florida officially 
became Frostproof, Florida 
in 1906. 

It is a meteorological fact

that local environmental 
conditions do make a big 
difference in the frequency 
of freezes in our state. 
"Besides Frostproof, there 
are dozens of other locales 
that enjoy a reputation for 
being a bit warmer com- 
pared with their neighbors. 
The warm waters of a near- 
by lake can have a big 
influence on the tempera- 
ture. 

Still, only one town-Frost- 
proof-has changed its name 
to make a point. Mr. Hood 
says local residents are 
proud of their town's name 
even if some folks get it 
mixed up. 

One of Frostproof's most 
famous residents is Alvin 
Harper, the football player 
for the Tampa Bay Bucca- 
neers, A few pens ago Mr. 


Harper was ing in the 
rz. A Dallas 


Super Bowl 
Cowboys. 

“Alvin made a great catch 
in the game,” Mr. Hood 
said. “Then, the announcer 
told the world that Alvin 
was born in FrostBITE not 
Frostproof Florida.”
